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THE PRINT DEPARTMENT 


The organization of the Print Department has already resulted 
in several important gifts which will be announced following the 
meeting of the Accessions Committee. Mr. King is planning a 
series of exhibitions, starting with a collection of twenty-nine 
etchings and four lithographs by Charles A. Platt lent by Wil- 
liam G. Mather, a Trustee of the Museum and of the Print 
Club. To this collection will be added seven etchings lent by 
E. L. Whittemore and one lent by S. Prentiss Baldwin, and such 
other prints by Mr. Platt owned in Cleveland as may appear. 

This exhibit is hung in Gallery VII, as the Print Room (Gal- 
lery XI) is required for the splendid collection of oriental rugs 
which fills Galleries IX to XIII inclusive. The rug exhibit closes, 
however, on February fifteenth, after which the Print Room will 
be used for its regular purposes, and print lovers may look for- 
ward to a series of special exhibitions of unusual interest. 

Mr. McKee, assistant in the Department, goes east in Febru- 
ary to study the methods of mounting, storing, recording and 
exhibiting practiced in the Print Departments of the Museum of 
Fine Arts, Boston, the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New 
York, and the New York Public Library. 


PRIVATE VIEW FOR THE WHISTLER EXHIBITION 


A special exhibition of Cleveland-owned paintings, etchings and 
lithographs by James McNeill Whistler will be held in Gallery 
IX from February eighteenth to March fourth inclusive. 

The exhibit will open with a Private View and reception to 
members of the Museum and of the newly organized Print Club, 
on the evening of Tuesday, February seventeenth, from eight- 
thirty to eleven o’clock. At this time members who do not al- 
ready know Ralph King, Curator of the recently established 
Print Department, and Mr. McKee, his assistant, will have the 
opportunity to meet these new members of the staff. 

This Whistler exhibit promises to be most impressive. The 
Museum already has a record of over one hundred and fifty

Whistler items owned by Cleveland collectors, and desires to 
secure as soon as possible a full description of each work pro- 
duced by Whistler owned in this city. Readers will confer a 
favor by sending such information to the Director as promptly 
as possible, as all material for this exhibition must be delivered 
by February thirteenth. 

This exhibition will be contemporaneous with a showing of 
the prints already owned by the Museum in Gallery X and a 
loan collection of prints by Alphonse Legros in the Print Room 
(Gallery XI). 


THE PRINT CLUB 


The Print Club has recently been incorporated. Its stated pur- 
pose is “to promote the development of art in the community 
by the acquiring and owning of prints and other art objects and 
things, and presenting prints and other art objects and things 
to The Cleveland Museum of Art; to promote education con- 
nected therewith; to receive donations, gifts, devises or trust 
funds for said purpose, and to do all things incident to the fore- 
going generally expressed purpose.” 

This organization marks a most important step in the history 
of the Museum. It is the first group of Museum friends inter- 
ested in a special subject to unite for the purpose of increasing 
their knowledge, of extending the love for prints, and of acquir- 
ing suitable additions to the print collections for presentation 
to the Museum as the gift of the Club. The recently organized 
Print Department thus starts its career with the backing of 
enthusiastic print lovers who intend to do everything in their 
power to build up here an important Museum collection of 
etchings, lithographs and engravings. 

The Club will have its headquarters at the Museum. A series 
of conferences will be arranged during the season, when mem- 
bers will bring prints from their portfolios for comparison, 
papers on different masters will be presented, etc. 

Membership in the Club is divided into three classes 

Founders, who pay $500 per year for five years. 
Benefactors, who pay from $100 to $500 per year 
for five years. 
Members, who pay $25.00 per year. 
The Club starts with several Founders and Benefactors and 
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will soon issue an announcement as to its aims and extend an 
invitation to those interested to join.

EXHIBITIONS 


The big exhibition of the season, both as to size and import- 
ance, is the showing of Oriental Rugs in Galleries [IX to XIII, 
which closes on the evening of February fifteenth. The supple- 
ment to the January Bulletin gives some idea of the importance 
of this collection. Two connoisseurs who came from a distance 
to see these rugs said it was worth a journey of a thousand miles 
to study so beautifully arranged an exhibit, which they de- 
clared was the most important in scope ever held in this 
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country. Whether this be true or not, the fact remains that it is 
an exhibit which deserves many visits and which is not likely to 
be repeated here for many years to come. The Curator of Deco- 
rative Arts will be pleased to make appointments to go through 
the collection with groups of people who are specially inter- 
ested. Arrangements may be made by telephoning Mr. Milli- 
ken at Garfield 4015. 

The exhibition of works by Whistler described elsewhere will 
be hung in Gallery IX, when the rugs come down, and will close 
on March fourth. On March eighth in the same gallery will open 
the exhibit of paintings by Lieutenant Jean Julien Lemordant, 
the brilliant French artist who lost his sight in the last days of 
the war after a long and notable service for his country. It is 
hoped that arrangements may be made for Lieutenant Lemor- 
dant to lecture at the Museum while his exhibition is in prog- 
ress. 

In Gallery X will be shown from February eighteenth the 
larger part of the prints, mezzotints and engravings forming the 
present collection of the Museum, in order that those interested 
in the Print Department, and members of The Print Club, may 
know with just what collection the Department starts. 

In Gallery XI, from February eighteenth, will be shown 
prints by Alphonse Legros. 

The interesting exhibition of etchings and lithographs by 
Charles A. Platt, lent by Willim G. Mather, with a few addi- 
tions from E. L. Whittemore and S. Prentiss Baldwin, closes on 
February fifth and will be followed on the eighth by a group of 
oil paintings done in France during the last three years by A. G. 
Warshawsky, who had his early training in Cleveland and is now 
established with a studio in Paris. This exhibition has attracted 
favorable notices from the New York critics and is being looked 
forward to by all who have watched with interest Mr. War- 
shawsky’s steady progress. 

During March and April Galleries VI and VII will be rear- 
ranged to include important canvases owned by Cleveland col- 
lectors whose houses are to be closed during that time. They are 
kindly permitting the Museum to show some of their treasures 
that a larger number of people may have the pleasure of be- 
coming acquainted with them. 


Gallery II will also be arranged, for the same period, as an 
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Italian room, to bring out so far as possible the points empha- 
sized in the course of lectures by Professor Mather on Italian 
art, the next of which comes on February eleventh. 


MUSIC 


Interest in the musical program at the Museum shows a steady 
growth, judging by the attendance at the January lectures de- 
spite the severe weather and the difficult going on foot or by 
automobile. 

The singing on Sunday evening attracts a widening circle of 
people who seem especially to enjoy these hours of participation 
in the making of music. Hereafter players of string instruments 
will be welcome, to accompany the piano and thus assist the 
voices by taking the different parts. 

It will be remembered that last winter one Sunday evening 
was given to a program of songs interpreted by Boris Saslawsky 
of New York, with remarks by Mr. Surette. That evening was so 
successful and brought so many requests for a repetition, that 
Mr. Saslawsky has been engaged to come to Cleveland again 
for the evenings of February fourteenth and fifteenth, when he 
will present two distinct programs. 

On Saturday evening, the fourteenth, at eight-fifteen o’clock 
the subscribers to the musical activities fund will be invited with 
their friends. The remainder of the four hundred and seventy- 
five tickets will be issued to members of the museum, in order of 
application to the membership secretary at the office. 

Fellows and Sustaining members will be entitled to not more 
than five tickets each. 

Annual members and Life members will be limited to two 
tickets each. 

The second program on Sunday evening, the fifteenth, at 
eight-fifteen o’clock will take the place of the regular Sunday 
evening singing and will be free to the public, although the first 
ten rows will be reserved for members until eight-ten o’clock. 

At each of these recitals Mr. Saslawsky will appear with Mr. 
Surette and Mr. Tweedy for the purpose of interpreting a group 
of songs. Mr. Surette will speak briefly about the songs and 
Mr. Tweedy will play the accompaniments. Every effort will be 
made to keep the evening informal and to make them as enjoy- 
able as possible. 
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THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF NATURAL HISTORY 


It has been the earnest hope of the staff of this Museum from its 
inception that the time would soon come when a Museum of 
Natural History could be organized, and its building erected 
near University Circle. 

The project has been much discussed, particularly by the 
Education Committee of The Cleveland Chamber of Com- 
merce, whose Trustees have approved the committee’s report 
and recommendation that steps be taken at this time to organize 
such a museum. 

On Friday evening, February sixth, at eight-fifteen o’clock 
there will be a meeting in the lecture hall of The Cleveland Mu- 
seum of Art to which everyone interested in this plan is urged to 
come. There will be a discussion of the project and a definite 
organization should be the result. The plan is to make a very 
democratic institution with annual dues of not over five dollars, 
and those who desire to do so will have the opportunity to enroll 
as charter members. 

Cleveland is, we believe, the only city of its size in America 
without a museum of natural history or science, and it is high 
time that this shortcoming was remedied. There are no doubt 
many people in our great city who have collections suitable for 
such a museum which they will be pleased to donate as soon as 
the organization is completed and headquarters established. 

The Cleveland Museum of Art believes that the natural ap- 
proach of the child to an understanding of the art of man is 
through the beauties of nature. It has therefore developed its 
Children’s Museum from this standpoint. Here are found 
beautiful butterflies and interesting shells and animals; a model 
showing desert life, and examples of art work produced by man 
from the earlier stages of his development and from different 
parts of the world. 

With such a beginning and such a point of view, it will be 
readily understood why the staff of the Museum welcomes the 
prospect of having as a neighbor a sister institution which can 
more adequately meet this great need. It looks forward to years 
of active co-operation with the new institution and, with this 
missing link established, foresees a still more effective meeting 
by the community of its educational responsibilities to young 
and old alike.
